■ I enue with which to finance operation 
' I of the state government the next two 
'! years has been successfully complet- 
j od by the state legislature under the 
' I astute leadership of Govenor Chand¬ 
ler.

Wo are making a ser\ey of li\mg 
conditions and the mox-tmeels of "le 
' present population during *ho last 
ten years. Magoffin and Morgan 
counties have been selected as typi¬ 
cal of the Appalachian region be¬ 
cause of rapid increase in number 
of farms, percentage of population 
on Relief and having industry. In 
making this survey we are particu¬ 
larly interested in the farm popula¬ 
tion rather than urban or town popu¬ 
lation. 

This survey has been completed .11 
Magoffin county. In Morgan county 
we plan to visit each home in magis¬ 
terial district number one. A crew 
of five workers is making the survey. 
District one was seiected because we 
think conditions there are not the 
worst in the county and yet not the 
best and would therefore be fairly 
representative of the county. 

The same survey is being made in 
other states having counties in this 
mountain region. But in Kentucky 
only the two counties mentioned 
above are being studied. The work 
is being done by the Department of 
Agriculture and Resettlement Admin¬ 
istration.

I Milk Off-flavor 

Most feed and weed flavors pass 
into the milk within 30 minutes after 
the feed is consumed and remain for 
three or four hours. Therefore, 
points out the Kentucky college of 
agriculture, if cows are removed 
from pasture to dry lot or clean pas¬ 
ture several hours before milking, 
most ofl'-flavors will be eliminated. 
Usually four hours is sufficient, ex¬ 
cept where the animanls have eaten 
onions or bitter weed. 

Ofl'-flavors in Kentucky are caused 
mostly by wild onions, rag-weed and 
bitter weed. Rye, green alfalfa, cow- 
peas, beet tops, rape, cabbage, tur-j 
nips, kale and other feeds often af-1 
feet milk flavor. Full feeding of al-j 
falfa hay, clover hay and corn silage 
sometimes produce a strong feed fla¬ 
vor: musty hay gives a musty flavor 
and green barley, wild oats and fox¬ 
tail may damage the flavor.
